Liabilities of Nearly 91,000,000. 
ST. PACL, Minn., May 53.—The great 


M nneapolis mill combine, with a capital 
or nearly «3,000,000, went into effect Tuea- 
diy. With the exception of the Pillsbury- 
Washbnrn English syndicate it is the 
largest combination of flouring mill! in 
fie world. It is not yet known that the 
e impany will be called the Northwestern 
Consolidated Mill company. The officers 
hive not yet been chosen, though it is 
stated A. C. Lorine, of Minneapolis, will 
become general manager. The capital of 
the new company will be divided Into 
common and preferred stock, 11,000,000 
of which is to be preferred and the remain- 
der common. The companies which will 
form the new concern are the Columbia 
Mill company, the Galaxy Mill company, 
and the Sidle-Fletcher-Holmes company. 


•The Price of Two Mill*. 


They have also purchased and will con- 


trol the Pettit mill and the Crown roller 
mill, owned respectively by Pettit, Chris- 
tian & Co. and the Christian Bros.' Mill 
company. The price of the Crown roller 
mill was approximately (360,000, and of 
the Pottit mill about 1170,000. The rela- 
tive value of the property of the Colum- 
bia, 
Galaxy, and the Sidle-Fletcher- 


Holmes company mill will be determined 
by a board of appraiser* consisting of 
MaJ. W. D. Hale, formerly of the Wash- 
burn Mill company, and William Dela- 
berre of the Water Power company. 
Upon their appraisal will depend the 
amount of stock in the new company 
which the stockholders of the old concern 
will be entitled to. 


THE MILLERS' ASSOCIATION. 


Proceeding* of the ConTentlon at New 


York—Election of Officers. 


NEW YOBK, May IS.—The National 


Millers' association at their meeting in 
the produce exchange Tuesday re-elected 
President A. R. James, of Buffalo, and 
Secretary Frank Barry, of Milwaukee. 
The other officers elected were: H. L. 
H&lliday, of Cairo, Ills., vice president; 
L. C. Porter, of Winona, Minn., second 
vice president; C. S. Seaman*, of Milwau- 
kee, treasurer. 
Efforts to establish a 


tracing bureau did not meet altogether 
with success, but finally the executive 
committee was empowed to allow all the 
tracing necessary, provided the expenses 
are met by the individual members call- 
ing for tbe tracing. 


Off for Enrope. 


Many instances are reported where flour 


in transit I* lost, but a majority thought 
that only millers in the extreme north- 
west lost much in this way, and the ob- 
jection to a tracing bureau was based 
on the statement tbat tbe vast majority 
in the association should not be called 
upon to pay expenses which would only 
benefit a few. A resolution petitioning 
congress to compel common carriers to 
adopt a uniform bill of lading was 
adopted. Wednesday moruing seventy- 
five of the millers sailed on the City of 
New York for Europe. The others sailed 
up the Huditon on the Grand Republic. 


A BIG FIRM IN TROUBLE. 


Levy Bros. Jt Co., of Now York, Owe 


Nearly »1,OOO.OOO. 


NEW YORK, May 13.—Levy Bros. & Co., 


one of the large wholesale clothing houses 
on Lower Broadway, closed their doors 
Tnesday, owing nearly H.000,000. 
The 


firm is composed of Julius Levy, senior 
partner; Augustus H. Levy, and others. 
Their place of business is 612 Broadway. 
It was said in the drygoods district that 
the National Park bank had obtained an 
attachment against tbe firm for fW.OOO. 
The rnmcr of the failure spread rapidly 
aud caused much gossip. They owe many 
of the leading firms in the drygoods dis 
trict amounts varying from 15,COO to 150,- 
000. 
Assets Over •50O,OOO. 


Mr. Otto Horwitz, of Horwitz & Hersh- 


field, attorneys for the Park National 
bank, said: "Levy Bros. & Co.'s failure 
will be a disastrous one, I am afraid. The 
liabilities will be at least $750,000 and may 
reach $1,000,000 or more, and I don't be- 
lieve tbe assets will realize over $000,000. 
The fact that they are in the hand* of the 
sheriff under attachment proceedings will 
not conduce to an amicable settlement of 
the firm's troubles." 


Bia Liabilities Will Beach •SO.OOO. 
LANSING, Mich., May 13.—While James 


M. Turner still declines to make any de- 
tailed statement with reference to hi* 
financial affairs it is semi-officially stated 
that his liabilities will reach $50,000 in 
round numbers, while his assets will ex- 
ceed tbat figure. In addition to tbe bill 
of sale of his personal property of every 
name and nature, be ha* executed two 
trust deeds and a mortgage to Christian 
H. Buhl, James F. Joy, and Howard M. 
Loogyear, of Detroit, as trustee for bis 
numerous creditors. It is believed by his 
friends that he will pay dollar for dollar.

WHAT MEXICO WILL DO. 


If tbe Itata Eaters Acapulco Harbor She 


Will Be Seized. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 13.—The Call has 


an interview with A. E. Coney, Mexican 
consul general at this port, in regard to 
the probable action of tbe Mexican gov- 
ernment if the Itata entered the port of 
Acapulco. He says Acapulco is a neutral 
port and he is confident that the Charles- 
ton will not be permitted to seize the Itata 
there. But if the Itata enters there with 
contraband goods on board it is probable 
that the Mexican officials will train the 
guns of tbe fort on her and seize her 
themselves. 
The fort is not a very power- 


ful one, but is strong enough to capture 
the Itata. 


The Charleston Sighted. 


SAN DIEOO, Cal., May 13.—The cruiser 


Charleston was sighted far out to sea on 
Monday night by tbe steamer Crescent 
City, 
which arrived at Cedros island 


Tuesday night. 
The passengers report 


that when tbe Crescent City was about 
ten miles below Ensenada the Charles- 
ton was sighted. The cruiser immediate- 
ly changed her course and made for the 
Crescent City. When the Charleston ap- 
proached the captain 
of the Crescent 


City hoisted the American flag and 
saluted. The Charleston then steamed 
away to tbe southwest and was soon lost 
to sight. Nothing was seen of the Itata. 


The Robert and Minnie's Crew. 


Los ANGELES, C'al., May 13.—The exam 


ination of the parties concerned in the 
Robert and Minnie case has been set 
down for next Tuesday. Attorney Cole 
and Marshal Gard had a long confer- 
ence with United States Solicitor General 
Taft. 
The sailors of the Robert and 


Minnie are still in jail, no oue having 
appeared to go on their bond. Burt and 
O'Farrel expect to have bail furnished 
in their cases soon by San Francisco par- 
ties. 
Secretary Ttacy on the Itata Incident. 
BISOHAMPTON, N. Y., May l.i— Secre- 


tary Tracy, who is in this city on private 
business, was interviewed Tuesday re- 
garding the Itata incident. He said that 
the right of the United States to capture 
the Itata ou the high seas, under the cir- 
cumstances, was unquestionable; that the 
Charleston bad orders to do so at all haz- 
ards, and that she was abundantly able to 
execute her commission. 


SEVERAL TOWNS DESTROYED. 


Havoc Caused by Forest Fires Now Raff- 


ing in Michigan. 


Bia RAPIDS, Mich., May 13—The for- 


est fires raging through the lumber re- 
gion surrounding this town have mown a 
fiery swath through the heart of three 
counties, and besides inflicting immense 
damage to property have probably de- 
stroyed 
human life in many 
places. 


Whole towns have baen completely wiped 
out of existence and others are threat- 
ened. The fire continues to roll over the 
immense forests, and from this town it 
appears that the whole country is in a 
blaze. Families are fleeing for their lives 
from the lumber settlements after vainly 
attempting to make a successful battle 
agaiast the furious names. 


Heavy Loss to Lumber Firms. 


The list of towns so far known to have 


been destroyed is as follows: Otia, Fields, 
Park City, Lilley, Clinton and Walker- 
ville. In each case the debtructiou of the 
homes of the inhabitants was accom- 
panied by heavy loss to the lumber firms 
having saw-mills at the places named. 
The firms burned out are H. H. Hawley, 
L. T. Kinney, Plowman & Tibbets, and 
J. J. Williams, at Fields; T. D. Hyde & 
Co., Wayne & Pierce, aud A. S. Pringle, 
at Clinton, and Bachelor & Co., at Bach- 
elor's station. The loss to these firms on 
buildings and machinery amounts 
to 


over $100,00(1. 
In addition to this an 


amount not easily to be reckoned has 
been lost in the destruction of the forests. 


Fears fo r Loss of Life. 


At present there is little hope that the 


fire can soon be stayed, and the entire lum- 
ber district of four or five counties lies at 
its mercy. There has been little rain this 
season and the country is in the same 
condition it was in wheu it was devas- 
tated in 1871. The forests are as dry as n 
kiln. There was a two hours' rain Sun- 
day night, but it only settled the flames 
for a little while, and they are again 
roaring as fiercely as ever. Great fears 
prevail that many lives will be lost be- 
fore the progress of the fires can be inter- 
rupted. 


Pullman Car* in Iowa. 


DES MoiNKS, Iowa, May 13.—The decis 


of tbe United States supreme court, hold- 
ing that Pennsylvania can tax the Pull- 
man Car company oa its mileage in that 
state, will result iu the collection of about 
$25,000 of back taxes by the county treas- 
urers of Iowa. For four years the execu- 
tive council has been assessing Pullman 
stock and each year the company enjoiued 
i lie county treasurers from collecting the 
luxes. Suit was brought to compel tbe 
payment of the tax, but the suit was 
dropped pending the hearing of the Penn- 
sylvania case. 


Will Try to Evangelize Ireland. 


NEW YORK, May 13.—The Rev. D. Sam- 


uel McBride. pastor of the Centennial 
Baptist church, in Delphi street, Brook- 
lyn, has surprised bis congregation by 
tendering his resignation to take effect on 
June 1. He explained that his new field 
of 1 abor would be under the direction of 
the American Association for the Evan- 
gelization of Ireland. It is the intention 
of the association to raise $75,000 in this 
country to found a building in Dublin, 
from which evangelists will be sent out 
to different parts of Ireland. 


Driven Through a Brick Wall. 


ALTOONA, Pa., May 13.—Tuesday Isaac 


Eyler drove his team to the Pennsylvania 
railroad yard, and began loading ashes 
into hi* wagon. A shifting engine pushed 
a train in upon the "idj track, and before 
Kyler or his team could escape they were 
shoved entirely through the thick brick 
wall of the round house. Kyler and hi* 
team were horribly mangled. 
Kyler's 


body was found thirty feet inside of the 
building.

whipped by women White-Caps has since 
died after terrible torture. Three meu 
who were fired on will die of their wounds. 
Editor Crajgmiles, of tbe Ducktown Re- 
porter, was called on by three armed men 
and ordered to leave on account of his 
published version of the affair. 


More Killing Looked For.

THE FOREST FIRE HOLACAUST. 


Four Others Bealdes Supt. Badger Cm- 


mated Near Austin, Pa. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., May IS.—Fuller de- 


tails of the disaster to the fire-fighting 
party which was overtaken by the flames 
in the forest near Austin, Pa., show that 
four other men besides Superintendent 
Badger lost their lives. Superintendent 
Badger did not jump into the boiling 
creek. He ran ahead of the flames and 
was overtaken by them and burned to a 
crisp. 
Four 
men who followed 
him 


shared his fate. A rescuing party went 
out after the fire fighters. Thirty of the 
men were found so badly disabled that 
they were lying about blistered, bruised 
and suffering intensely, fifteen of them 
are so badly burned tbat several are ex- 
pected to die. Search was made for the 
missing members of the party, but the 
only body found was tbat of Badger. 
It 


is believed the missing men have per- 
ished.

club house last evening, and dedicated it 
to the propagation of Democratic princi- 
ples.

When Mr. Cleveland 
entered ha was greeted with an ovation, 
aud after an introductory address by 
President Bissell formally opening th* 
club and welcoming tbe distinguished 
guest, the latter delivered a speech advo- 
cating his well known tariff sentiment*.

Along the line of the Omaha 
road and in Douglas county fires are 
ragiug, and the destruction to standing 
timber is great.

tive policeman, named Truda Sanzo, a 
member o£ the S<.ct of Samuria, noted for 
their uncompromizing and fanatical hos- 
tility to foreigners, approached the Rus- 
sian prince and, drawing his sabre, aimed 
a sttvage thrust at the head of the heir to 
the throne of Russia.

the things tbat especially concern them 
The American people have the fashion of 
getting around to the right place sooner or 
later in all things. They have allowed 
themselves to be led into a great many 
things that were not for the general good, 
through tbe prejudices and animosities en- 
gendered by a strife that andeda generation 
ago. The first emphatic and significant 
revolt against this unreasonable and 
unnecessary partisan and seetkxmi bondage 
was given a short time ago when Senators 
Teller and Woloott threw off the yoke and 
gave their Bid to the South for B victory m 
the interest of justice. 
Important as the 


faction was at the time, it was nothing com- 
pared to tbe new order of things inaugur- 
ated that day. The people of the great 
West and .Northwest were made to realize 
the power that was within their grasp 
They were made te see that they had been 
for years playing tbe put of bottle holders 
for a section of country that had no general 
interest in common with them beyond that 
unity that exists between mortgagees and 
mortgagee*-.

We hear a good deal about reciprocity as 


being a far reaching move that was set on 
foot by whom we dare not say. But there 
are a good many who think that the speech 
of Senator Wolcott was the event of the 
last two years that will have the greatest 
effect on the policies of onr country for 
some time to come That speech told the 
country that tbe day of sectional hatred 
played oat It pointed ont at least one West- 
ern man wno was ready to stand oat against 
the selfish demands of Eastern republicans 
There were others to follow, aud somehow 
or other the West at once recognized that n 
might be supreme in national counsels. 


And then Ingalis came with a speech 


that was really a scorching arraignment of 
the policy that has been dictated by a very 
small part of our country. Ingalls caught 
the Western spirit while listening to Wol 
cott on tbe Force bill. And when both 
these men had made their speeches the 
grannies from Massachusetts, New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont saw with dismay that 
their rule was slipping away.
